- STARTLING SURGERY. 


AN IMPORTANT OPERATION PERFORMED ON 
A POWERFUL HORSE.

How a Veterinary Surgeon Goes About His 
Werk—The Substitute Used for Chloro- 
form—Efforts of the Animal to Break the 
Restraint Piaced Upon Him—The Patient 
the Property of a Fashionable Family ia 
the West End—Details of the Operation. 


Considerabie attention has been paid to 
surgical operations upon the human economy 
and they have been described with agonizing 
detail. Surgical operations upon that noble 
animal the horse, however, are not often 
heard of unless perhaps the patient be a dis- 
guished runner or trotter, and then the oper- 
ation has not so much concern for the general 
public as the condition of the animal 
iteeif. There is a vast difference between 
operations on man and on the horse. 
The surgeon who undertakes to use the knife 
on his feliow man has nothing to fear but the 
death of his patient. The latter is locked in the 
tenacious embrace of the anmsthetic, which 
does not release him until the operator has 
scompleted his work. But chioroform, while 
it as ready a response in the horse as in 
the man. lacks much of its effectiveness in the 
former, because the limp and relaxed condi- 
tion of the animal does much, in certain cases, 
to confuse the parts, and hence, in important 
operations, goes along way to confuse the sur- 
‘goon. That isthe reason why big operations on 
ahorse areathousand times more exciting 
than anal operations on a human being. 
The life of the patient not only is menaced, 
but also those of the surgeon and his assist- 
ants. A reporter forthe PostT-DisPaTcH had

The Iowa Commissioners Retallate—Read- 
Justing Rates—Opposed to Sunday Trains. 
Drs Mors, Io., August §.—Suits have been 

commenced in Polk Oounty District Court 

against the Chicago & Northwestern, Chicago, 

Burlington & Quincy and Rock Island Rail- 


ways under the damage clause of the new 
Iowa railway law, claiming in each case $5, 
penalty for wilful violations of the law. Five 
guits were commenced 1 1 the Northwest- 
rn, three agalnst the Island and two 
ainst the Burlington. The papers are 
Signed by the Attorriey-General and another 
lawyer, attorneys for the State. The petitions 
minutely detail the several causes in which 
violations are charged and then go on toclaim 
that the tariff schedule is in full force and 
.ffect, notwithstanding Judge Brewer's in- 
junction; that tne roads are subject to its pro- 
visions and that the schedule is reasonabie 
and just. The Burlington and Northwestern 
roads will undoubtedly remove the cuse 
against them to the Federal Oourt. 
One interesting question will de the. 
complications that may arise between 
the, State officers and the Federal Court. 
Should Judge Brewer construe the commence- 
ment of these suits as a violation of the law 
and the spirit of his injunction against the en- 
forcement of the commissioners’ tariff, some 
interesting questions would arise for arbitra- 
tion. These cases ought to test the new law 
pretty thoroughly, although the suits now 
pending would nave done that just as well. 


Opposed to Sunday Trains. 
Prrranund, Pa., August 8.—For some time 
past the Law and Order Society ot Evans- 
burg, a small town near Conneaut Lake, has 
been making strenuous efforts to stop the run- 


ning of Sunday trains on the Meadville &
